All Envoys but Bi'itish Receive 


Instructions.

Prince Cklux Says Knann; So Will 


Come In When II« Kecelvew A»*nr- 
itncc* That Hl» Dignity and Safetr 
Will Be He»i>ccted. 
Peking, Dec. 10.—All the foreign en- 


voys except Sir Ernest Mason Sntow, 
the British minister, Lave received in- 
structions from their go\erimieutn agree- 
ing to the joint note proposed at the last 
meeting. Another meeting will probably 
be called for tomorrow. Should the Brit- 
ish minister have received his instruc- 
tions to sign the joint note by that time 
communication will be immediately open- 
ed with Prince Cbiujc and Li Hunt; 
Chang, who are in daily touch with the 
couit by the Chinese telegraph. 


Prince Ching says Kinperor Kwang Su 


is ready to return as soon as assured that 
the negotiations will allow him to come 
under conditions consonant with his dig- 
nity and safety. 


The removal of General Tung Fu 


Ileiang fiom the command of the Chi- 
nese forces surrounding the court is con- 
bidered by the foreign envoys to be a very 
important step a» showing the real desire 
of the government to come to terms. His 
banishment indicates that the court it-c- 
ognizes the expediency of obeying the de- 
mands of the powers. 


The International club wns opened yes- 


terday, its object being to bring together 
in a spirit of .social harmony the officers 
end diplomats of the various nations. 
There wait a large company present, and 
music \vab diseourbed by military bands. 
It is expected that the club will continue 
a great success. The building was for- 
merly an imperial temple. 


The envoys are considering the ques- 


tion of legation buildings in the future. 
At present none of the governments owns 
its buildings, all the houses being rented. 
The only ones not damaged considerably 
are Ihe American, British and Ilussian. 
It is proposed that all the legatioji build- 
ings should be concentrated within a 
square mile west of the Tartar city, that 
each building should bu owned by the 
government using it and that the, whole

The only other buildings vhich it 
is proposed to allow nithiu the ineloisui1'.' 
with the legation houses and the uucea- 
sary ofiicea would be the foreign clubs.

Spaces. 


Until very recent years tho fact had 


hardly been questioned that by far the 
greater part of tho earth's interior was in 
tho condition of a lh;id or molten mass, 
tlio tolutiuc n:;i;nicsr.itions exhibited at 
the surface, tbi1 r.ipid vise of temperature 
that is lnuiui as w«j proceed fruiu the ea.- 
tirior to tho interior and other considera- 
tions pointing almost irresistibly to such u 
conclusion. 


Indted, a common belief was that all 


the 6 v. as eolid centered in a crust of some 
half milo in thickness, floating on tho fiery 
ningicn of the interior. 


At the present time, after the brilliant 


mathematical expositions of Sir William 
Thomson (Lord Kelvin), of Profossor 
George1 Darwin, of Professor Simon New- 
comb nnd of Mr. loulski, this doctrine of 
terrestrial tiuidity is hardly longer taught. 
A lew there ure who yet) linger with the 
old theory, but the great mass of educators 
aud their pupils haVe settled down to tho 
comfortable conviction that our planet is 
as solid or rigid as u ball of glriss or steel 
—in tact twicu as rigid, according to tho 
dcterminat'oss of Mr. Kudski. 


The doctrine of solidity does not, how- 


ever, invoho the assumption of equal but 
of average rigidity. Again, it is not im- 
plied that because the earth is virtually 
solid to the core local areas of liquidity or 
fluidity do not exist. 


It is upon thtso pockets or areas of mo- 


tion material, theoretically assumed to ex- 
ist, that the geologist largely relics to har- 
mouixo his facts concerning earth move- 
ments, etc., with thoseof the mathematic- 
al physicist. 
They arc to tho entire mass 


of tbo earth what the air spaces arc to u 
block of ice.—Boston Globe.

are many elaborate systems by which 
the waiter is held in check 'and com- 
pelled to curb bis;iricliiiatiqn"to tip him- 
self. "A system which" was introduced 
by "one of the largest resorts of this kind 
is ' known as the metal check "system. 
When the waiter goes to work, 'he1 buys 
§lp worth of metal checks, and with 
these he pays for what he takes from 
the bar: At the end of the day :oi- night 
he receives cash from the cashier for 
the checks still in his possession.: '.. 


"That system worked splendidly," said 


an old waiter, "as long • as the cashier 
v/as honest, but when be formed a com- 
bination -with a. waiter or with '. several 
it became an easy matter to make a nice 
bit every day. A waiter would throw 
doTn a "dollar check and 'receive twice 
as much in change, and at the 'end of 
the day or 'week there would' be a di- 
vision. Could this last? Well, I should 
think so. I have been here for iseven 
years, and in that time several $15 a 
we'ek' cashiers have opened plaees: of 
their own. 


"Some 'Of the best places in town be- 


long to men who were waiters and cash- 
ipi-s, and when they become proprietors 
their help 'does* them just as they 'did' 
their former bosses. 
But 
tho 
metal 


checks were not enough for the new 
saloon people, and they put in-, a 'new 
thing, in which many slips, rubber 
stamps, cash registers and spotters were 
employed to keep the cash out of the 
waiters' pockets. 


"Well, that was the worst of all. Com- 


binations can be. made in that game just 
as well as in the old one, and at ono 
place the waiters ran things so high that 
.the smart ones cleared as much as $10 
a night. Wait till I get this order," and 
he halted in his German discourse. 


"Yes," he resumed, "it's pretty hard 


for an "honest man, because he gets no 
credit for being honest. The boss knows 
that he's being swindled, but he makes 
money just the same, and if he got all 
he made he would be able to ride about 
in a carriage oti his day off the same as 
the cfthicr docs. Low wages do it all. 
A, cashier gets from $10 to $15 o week 
and handles all. the cash, and he natural- 
ly pays himself a little every day on 
account.. He usually swears at thewait- 
itrs and puts on a stem front, but thoso 
who know all about the business will fell 
you that the. waiters at whom he" yells 
the most are the" ones who are his secret 
partners.'

SOUTH AFRICAN BABOONS. 


They Are Iffercilera Freebooters »ud th« 


Terror of tho Farmer*. 


' While poison is most effectively used on 
South African farms against burrowing 
creatures of the jackal kind, baboons are. 
best dealt with in open warfare with the 
rifle, and large baboon bunting parties are 
of ton for.mcd. among neighboring farmers. 
A short description of ono of these baboon 
hunts may bo of interest to readers in the 
mother country,.and will givo them an 
idea of some of the outdoor experiences of 
their colonial cousins in farming districts 
between Cape Town and the Vual river. 
The special character of baboon bunting is 
derived from the fact that baboons'are 
generally found in largo troops, number- 
ing up to 80 or .100 or more. . In some of 
the. karroo farms of the Sneeuwberg and 
Compnssberg ranges in the midland dis- 
tricts of the colony, for instance, the rooky 
krantzes and kopjes covered with bush and 
bowlder are often infested by such troops. 
So long as they are left undisturbed in 
their strongholds, so long must tho farmer 
be content to see'the tale of his losses in 
stock grow bigger every day. Single hand- 
ed not much can be done, for baboons are 
difficult to approach and if surprised at 
closo quarters they have a good idea of de- 
fending themselves with largo stones. I* 
is one of tho fanner's most tantalizing ex- 
periences to stand at tho door of hie home- 
stead, gun in hand, and see the baboons, 
just out of rango on tho rocky sky lino a 
fow hundred yards away—now springing 
on all fours like <i largo dog, now squat- 
ting on their haunches like a Bushman—• 
and to know that the cunning beasts arc 
just watching till his back is turned that 
they may seize their opportunity to swoop 
down and raid his flocks. Their predatory 
methods, too, are revoltingly cruel, and 
"buboon handled" stock can always bo 
recognized at a glance. They will attack 
cattle, tearing tho udders away with their 
long, powerful hands, and sheep and goats 
are often found by tho herdsman with 
their hindqxiarters stripped of the flesh 
right to tho bone, and loft to die in slow 
torture. 


Moreover, the buboon is no respecter of 


persons, and tho costly imported "long 
wool" or the priceless Angora may fall a 
victim no loss than tho common Capo 
"hamcl" or "capatcr," which would only 
fetch a half sovereign or so at tho market 
in Cradock or Graaff-Bcinct. 


Theso facts are mentioned to show that 


tho farmer has little cause to love baboons, 
and that it is to the interest of those who 
suffer from tho raids of these merciless 
freebooters to combine in force, so as to 
kill off as many of tha.couuuon oncmy at 
each coup domain as possible.—Chambers' 
Journal.

The Lives That Women Arc Compelled to 


l/ive In India. 


An Englishman, bent on mastering the 


mysteries of Uiotr code of worship, attend- 
ed Hindoo debates where the oithodox 
nnd tlie advanced school met together in 
discussion. "Can you tell me," he in- 
quired at last, confused by the .ftpmmcnts 
nnd counter arguments tossed like shuttle- 
cocks from one to another, "of one single 
article of your creed which you all hold in 
common?" 


"\Yo :ill believe," ono of them replied, 


"in the sanctity of a cow and in the de- 
pnuity of a woman." 


As u rule, they act tip to this article of 


belief, or rathtT they live down to it. Yet 
once upon a time, evon in India, there 
scorns to havo been a golden ago for 
Women. Their present social condition ia 
traced to the Mohammedan invasion. Tbo 
country was harassed by irruptions of 
Arabs and Persians from the year 1000 
until it was conquered by tho Sultan Ba- 
hrr in 1525. Tho Moslems brought with 
them not only ravage and bloodshed, but 
ninny evils hitherto unknown in tho 
country.

Vur Xiearinc AuUnalg Are Becoming Scmrco, 


aud Profits Are 6jn»ll—How Some of th« 
Wild Creatorea Are Captured Mid What 
Their Pelts Bring. 


Among the characters that an advanc- 


ing civilization nnd a senseless dccuda* 
tlon of forest land are creating throughout 
the length and breadth of a great continent 
none la incise conspicuous than are thow 
pertaining to the fauna of this country. 
The solitudes of the great primeval forests, 
that formerly abounded in wild game. / 
beautiful birds and fowls of the ntr ani 
valuable fur bearing animals, are now 
nearly as deserted as the great western 
plains, where the buffalo long since left 
nothing but traces of his existence behind. 
Trappers find It more difficult to obtain 
their furs each season, and along with the 
sportsmen they retreat- farther into tho 
cold regions north of us, penetrating into 
the v; lids of British America, whore life in 
winter ia scarcely endurable. 


The fur trapper has had his day in the 


United States, and as a product of past 
conditions he is disappearing as surely as 
the game which be has hunted. In the 
great northern belt of states bordering np- 
on the Canadian line be is found in dwin- 
dling numbers, vainly strrvijjg to make a. 
living in bis precarious 'calling and bo- 
moaning tho times when it was an easy 
matter to find enough animals in bis traps 
each day to keep him supplied with money. 
It is now tho work of a week to gather the 
skins that formerly came to bis trap* ia a 
day. 


Tho popularity of furs has not declined. 


In fact, they are more in demand than 
ever, and fashion decrees that they shall 
be worn every winter on garments for inen 
and for women. Most of them command a 
higher price than over in tho history of 
civilization, but tho trapper does not profit- 
so much by his change as might be sup- 
posed. Tho fur bearing animals are disap- 
pearing faster than tho prices for the furs 
advance. Other unsettled regions of the 
globe are being explored to help supply tho 
markets of the world with skins, and sci- 
ence is doing everything in its power to 
utilize tho common skins of tho domesti- 
cated animals. The fur of tho cat, dog, 
sheep, lamb and other animals of our barn- 
yard and household has already become 
valuable commercially, nnd through the 
dyer's art and the currier's skill tho wear- 
ers of cheap furs are totally deceived. 


It Is not. an easy mutter to ascertain tho 


relative \alue of the Important furs. 
But 


thoso taken from the forests and woods of 
this country are much higher than in 
former days. The silver fox, tbat abound- 
ed so plentifully in our northern woods, is 
now a comparatively rare unimal, and from 
8100 to 1300 is paid for first clat,s speci- 
mens. The darker tho fur. of tho silver 
fox the more \aluablo it is, nnd conse- 
quently tho farther north the trappers j;o 
the better luck they have. Thoso over the 
Canadian border traji more and better sil 
ver foxes than can bo found anywhere in 
the United States, although northern 
Maine and tho Michigan peninsula Aave 
yielded some excellent silver foxes. ^ 


Bearskins generally come nest to the 


furs of tho silver foxes, and they run all 
tho way from S'10 to $76 apiece for the raw 
fur. 
Dcalors grade tho skins according to 


their idea of tho value, and tho trapper is 
not always sure- that be will receive the 
highest quotations even after he has ship- 
pod his booty to market. 
Tho cross fox 


fur comes third on the list and is general- 
ly worth from $15 to $20, according to 
size, general beauty and richness of color. 
The fur of the otter is nearly as valuable, 
and a good specimen will command $18 
either at tho country store or in the city 
markets. 
Tho beaver is not worth more 


thun $15, tho wolverene $10, tho lyns and 
black raccoon $6 and the common wolf 
and marten $5. Thc?e nro the principal 
fur bearing animals caught by the trappers 
in this country. Bnt u, long list of cheaper 
ones are brought to market, such as the 
nink, skunk, badger, wildcat, red nnd 
;ray fox, muskrat nnd rabbit. Tho prices 
laid for these vary from a few cents apiece 
;o several dollars. The rabhit skins are so 
cheap that tho trappers would not take tbo 
rouble to express them to the cities if it 
rvero not for tho fact that they can bo 
packed in with tho others at no extra cost. 


The skins of the deer, moose, elk and 


antelope must not bo confounded with 
;hoso of tho strictly fur bearing animals. 
.Che former are sold us skins and hides and 
not as furs, bringing so much a pound. 
Door hides usually Ijring from 20 to 36 
cents per pound. As most state laws for- 
bid trappers killing these animals except 
during a very short season, there is not so 
mucfi profit in hunting them as the prices 
offered would seem to warrant. 


The trapper i<5 essentially what bis name 


Implies, and not a hunter or sportsman. 
The shotgun is not his implement, for thia 
tears and injures the skins and furs. The 
trap and skinning knife are his chief arti- 
cles of trade. The traps are usually divid- 


into three classes—snares, deadfalls and 


Btccl traps. Tho steel traps vary in size, 
from the small ones set to capture the lit- 
tle muskrufc to tho large double spring 
arrangements known ns "grizzly beat- 
traps." These latter are mammoth affairs, 
weighing 40 pounds, and with rows of 
sharp teeth spread 16 Inches apart. When 
the jaws of such a trap close upon any 
creature, they arc pretty sure to break tbo 
leg and hold tho captive prisoner until re- 
lieved by somcontsido person. Tho grizzly 
bears have been known to tear tho heavy 
traps from their moorings and drag thorn 
a mile or more through the forests. But 
they bavo never been known to pull the 
log away from tho relentless teeth. 


Tho deadfalls are made both for large 


and small animals. In tbo small horse- 
fihoo inclosure a tempting bait is fastened 
on' a delicate trigger, which, when 
slightly moved, lets down npon the ani- 
mal's back a number of heavy logs. These 
fall sqtmrely upon tho back or shoulders of, 
tho hungry creature, and cither break it OT 
crush out the life. The animal caught in 
a deadfall raroly lives to toll the talc. The 
wary aniinols, liko tho fox, cnn seldom bo 
induced to enter a deadfall, for their in- 
stincts mnko them auspicious. Snares are 
used for catching a variety of small ani- 
mals, and they are arranged In a variety 
of ways, the most common of •which is with 
tho spring pole. 


Tho trappers visit these snnres, deadfalls 


and steel traps every morning, traveling 
thro'ugb tbo woods In the bitterest cold 
\vonthor and often returning without a 
pelt of any great valvto. Hard work, rough 
faro and Httlo pay are his rewards, and 
there is Httlo •wonder that ho complains. 
Ho sacs his industry shrinking year by 
year, and, without any possible improve- 
ment in tho future, he realizes tbat tb« 
doom of bia class has been sounded. An- 
other goDcnitlon and ho. will be gono, 
along with tbo Indian fighter, the -proim 
•conband. tb» buffalo b.unter.-J?bil»d«t

If it be clear, than during tbe day. "Look 
•bead, get« star and steady hex bead by 
it." 'So says the A. B. of thw ocean to the 
sailor who has not yet won his degree, for 
to tho helmsman the stars are Uko tho 
pillar of flro in Scripture. They ore the 
hands on the dial of the night. They 
twinkle "good evening" to poor J'aok as 
be sits up aloft or stands at the heliu, and 
wink "good morning" aud "goodby" to 
him with daylight. It is obvious that the 
(1to" or "off" movement of a vessel can 
be more quickly detected by a small, 
bright object like » star dead ahead than 
by the monotonous sweep of the horizon or 
by peering Into the compass box. The 
Game ancient mariner who told me about 
tueasuring tho length of the off and in 
chore legs by the life of candles told me 
that once, when tbe oil in the binnacle 
lamps gave out and he was steering by a 
star, ho occasionally struck a match and 
looked at the compass "to see if the star 
bad moved any." fie was a genuine "sea 
cook," this ancient mariner, being steward 
of the vessel on which I was sailing, and 
ho would bob up out of the cook's galley 
amidships like a seal bobbing tip through 
9 hole in tho ice and proceed to spin yarns. 


"When tbe lookout sing«out, "Land hot" 


and has replied to the officer's "Where 
away?" a star over the rock or other dan- 
ger may bo noted and brought down in 
line with the poiut on the compass and its 
proper bearing obtained. 


"The stars," said a sea captain to me, 


"mqvo apparently from east to west, so 
that when we find our first star will no 
longer do we select; another. This Is the 
case with all but the north or pole star, 
which is In line with two certain stars in 
tho Great Bear or Dipper, and the orbit is 
so small that it is a good guide for all 
night, and we can oven detect errors of the 
compass by it." 


The north star Is, of course, as true as 


or even truer than tho most accurate com- 
pass. To the "other things" that sailors 
steer by the compass is, however, what 
stcuni is to electricity. To produce an 
electric light you require a dynamo. To 
r,un tho dynamo you need steam. You 
ijufty feel tbo wind on your moist brow or 
band, but tho direction from which it 
blows you can—except in case of the regu- 
lar trade winds or unless you are up In 
sea lore—toll only from thooompns«. Then 
by sailing close to tho wiml you can keep 
oil t-hafc'courso without looking at tho com- 
pass. 


But tho sailors naturally have a largo 


accumulation of weather lore, and In ad- 
dition in the "trades" there are, except in 
case of violent storms, certain regularities 
in the winds In certain parts of the ocean 
aud certain other recurring signs which 
the helmsman can utilize, and which often 
enable him to dispense with the compass 
altogether. For Instance, if in standing 
south to round the Horn, you see the 
"Magellanio clouds" (bright patches in 
the milky way) directly above tho ship, 
change your course for tho strait of Ma- 
gellan. 


lord Hertford'* Haste at tbo Funeral. 
The Lord Hertford who formed tho Wal- 


lace collection visited Bagley, the family 
place in Warwickshire, only once -in bis 
lifo, and that was on the day of bis father's 
funeral, in March, 1843.

printed inai j years ago for private circu- 
lation: "Juct then a traveling carriage, 
with four smoking post horses, dashed up 
tbo avenue. A solitary traveler got out, 
and, looking round him unconcerned, en- 
tered the house of death. This was tho 
new Marquis of Hertford, heir to a most 
princely heritage.

horses remained standing before tho prin- 
oipal entrance of Kaglcy Hall, wlillo the 
funeral service was being hurried over 
and tho unhallowed remains of a man 
who hud left none to mourn for him wero 
deposited iu tho damp, dark vault.

The last duel fought in England took 


place near Egbam in 1853. Tho principles 
were two Frenchmen—Cournet, formerly 
an officer in tho French navy, where he 
distinguished himself, and Bartbeleniy, 
an adventurer, formerly condemned to tho 
galleys and at the time of the duel the 
keeper of u house of ill fame in London. 
Cournet hud brought from Paris an im- 
portant packet for Barthclumy, but learn- 
ing his character simply sent, it to.his ad- 
dress and declined tp have any intercourse 
with him. On several occasions afterward 
he publicly showed his contempt for b.im. 
This led to a pistol duel, iu which Cournet, 
o, notorious duellist, was killed- Barthel- 
emy and tho seconds were tried for tho 
felony and sentenced to two mouths' im- 
prisonment. Com icted tw o years later of 
an atrocious double murder near ETtzroy 
square, Bartholciny ended an infamous 
career on tho scaffold. 


Many duels have been fought by Eng- 


lishmen on the continent during the last 
50 years. A youthful English attache 
killed in the old kingdom of Naples an 
Italian marquis who pushed away his arm 
from the balcony railing, where it rested 
beside a famous Neapolitan beauty. The 
huir to an earldom exchanged shots with 
tin Austrian prince. The colonel of a high- 
land regiment fought a duel with an Ital- 
ian marquis at Florence because ho had 
the misfortune to overturn a chair iu tho 
dark. A young Scottish engineer wound- 
ed in a saber duel a famous Parisian duel- 
ist, and was himself wounded. A young 
Englishman who fought a duel in Paris- 
under tho empire with a young French 
viscount, an expert fencer, was himself 
Angela's best pupil and had uuuoh the 
best of tho encounter. 


Tho Soots took a practical view of duel- 


Ing. Under tho Stuarts a licun&o was 
necessary to fight a duel. To kill n man 
w itbout one was murder. Not only did 
they thus reduce the number of their turbu- 
lent subjects, but they made them a botirco 
of revenue. The system worked so well 
that, in order that the Use might not bo 
defrauded, in 1000 it was nmdo a capital 
offense even to engage in a duel without u 
license obtained. It did not help the mat- 
ter if neither party WUH wounded. 
Tho 


most savage duel over fought in Scotland 
or el&evv hoi e was tho ono bo'vvi een Sir Euan 
Lochiel and an Kiifjllsh colonel, Follow, 
when, after lighting till their swords tlcw 
out of their bnndh, they locked in u close 
embrace, and Lochiul, tho wcaLer of tho 
two, 
falling underneath, tore several 


Ounces of liesh out of tho other's throat 
with his teeth, keeping thorn there like a 
Wild beast, and declaring until his dying 
day that "ho never tasted a sweeter mor- 
sel." 


Tho last duel lought In Scotland was 


tjho ono between Captain Stewart and Sir 
Alexander Bagwell, son of the famous bi 
ographcr. It was fought ou tho seashore 
near Klrkcaldy in 1830. Boswcll was killed 
tot tho lirst lire. 


In tho Green Islo dueling flourished 50 


years! ago as much us it did in Franco. 
When u Trinity college student asked tho 
provost what books ho hud better bring to 
College, tho latter bttid: " Never mind the 
books. Bring a. cuso of pistols." The 
students woro in tho habit of Bottling those 
little affairs either just before or just after 
morning prayers. All tho distinguished 
Irishmen u hundred yours ago woro duel- 
ists: Ourran, Grattan, Sheridan, BarriiiK- 
Um, Fltzgibbon, Flood and O'CoiiiJoll 
woro olton '"out," and in our day Tho 
O'Gonium Million had 23 affairs to bib 
credit 
Tho bar led tho liht. Lord chan 


collars and masters of tho rolls fought like 
cornets of horso. Lord Norbury fought 
"Fighting Fit/gcruld" and two others, 
besides, "frightening" "Kuppor Tandy," 
us tho Irish hlstuiiuns toll us. Gulwny 
was great v\ ith the pistol, Tipporary with 
the b\\ord. Two English "flues lames," 
Major Park and Captain Creed, went to 
Ireland to find focnien worthy of their 
stocl, and found them in Mr. Matthew 
and Mr. Maonamaru, who fought- with 
them iu n private room at an inii, vvound- 
od them nearly uuto death, nursed them 
back into health and were rewarded with 
their friendship. 


Colonel Barnngton and Mr. Gilbert, 


two middle aged married men, had a des- 
perate duel in 1759 because they did not 
wish to leavo an unsettled quarrel as a 
legacy for their children. They fought ou 
horseback with sword, pistol and skcen, 
or Irish bowie kinfo. First tho pistols 
wero tired, Borrington receiving soino x>f 
tho charge in his face, but ho rushed ou 
Gilbert, killed his horso with his broad- 
sword, dismounted and, putting his skeon 
to the other's throat, called upon him to 
"ask for his life, on pain of death." Gil- 
bert agreed to shako hands and be friends, 
but without condition or apology. Bar- 
tlngton consented. Fighting Fitzgerald, 
a well know u character, u cousin of tho 
Earl of Desmond, an Eton boy, an Oxford 
graduate and an officer in the Sixty-ninth 
fdot, fought 18 duels and was thought 
by many to bo mad. 
He hired a gang of 


ruffians, waylaid and killed u man on tha 
king's highway aud was hanged at Cystic- 
bar. Among others, he encountered Mar- 
tin of Galway, the Rev. Richard B&to and 
Captain Harvey Aston, afterward killed 
at Madras in a duol with Colonel Allen.— 
Corn hill Magazine.

NEW YORK'S SKY LINE. 


Particularly Impressive sight jp 


River Craft. 


Scarcely any other great city In 


world has such a foreground, or 
such a forewater, as Jls furnished to 
New York by the upper bay and the 
North river. Even, more the river than 
the bay, for the city presents itself 
"bows on" to the voyager who ap- 
proaches it from the Narrows and 
shows in the southern, view a confused 
mass of erections, of, various forms and 
formlessness. Even this sight Is almost. 
as Impressive as it Is confusing. But 
It is onfy when Governors island and 
the Battery are cleared that the com- 
ponent ports of this first view In the 
approach from the sea become de- 
tached, and that the panorama begins 
to unroll itself. For a mile and more 
It reveals a chain of peaks rising above 
the horizon, Itaelf a five or six story 
horizon, and struggling or shooting to- 
ward the sky. For another mil*, for 
two miles more, the peaks continue to 
emerge, but they no longer form a 
chain. 


Fortunately every visitor from Eu- 


rope and every visitor from the west 
must get his lirst sight of New York 
from the most impressive point of 
view, and no visitor of any sensibility 
from either quarter can fail to be Im- 
mensely Impressed.
